As lo the precise tiwiiu l,y wtiich the 


fire was communicated to tho sleamr. 
the jirsl place, Ihe accounts vary somewhat 
—one statement being, lhat the burning 
lar wai acciclentty overtet; nnd another, 
that the heated end of an iron cl.ain, w liich 
was to bedijiped or had been already dip- 
ped into the tar, was casually dropped up 
on the steerage floor, and thus set fire lo 
il. It stunt little material io ihe main 
question, to determine which of these < I ali- 
ments u correct 
Even were they both 


true, they would afford no rational and ad- 
equate cause for the horrid disaster thai 
followed. 
Nothing short ol the most 


criminal neglect and wretched inefficiency 
on Ihu part of those concernedin the fumi- 
gation, (and we fear this censure muslbe 
equally extended to thoso unfortunately 
having charge of Ihe fated sleamer,} can be 
made io explain such a fearful loss undei 
such remarkable circumstances. 


In regard to the accident in' the tteerage 


already noted, there seems neither to have 
been tiny prompt and active measures token 
to obviate ihe mischief, nor any alarm giv- 
en, unlit passengers on the deck saw Ibo

eilerior. ThU could not 
possibly 


hate been till tho lapjeof same minutes af- 
ter ihe oecurance of the accident below. 

Why, indeed, 
was not the trouble at onco remedied by 
those in or about tlio «(tern;re?-Where were 
all the officers ?—where the fire huckcln, 
intucn an extremity ? Alas, ihe Mai of 
death and silence, which has been set io 
to many oteaq catastrophes, prevents nl! 
reply. 


The neglect, inefficiency, 
fatality,—or 


wbattver it may he called,—in which the 
disaster originated, rui equally through «]. 
the subsequent proceedings.—There teems 
to have b«n no control, no system, no effi- 
ciency anywhere, whether on the part ol 
officert or crew, either at llie lime of the 
accident cr afterwards.
